LOCAL LECTURE. 


“f ayk you to-be bold enough to 
conceive n new world, a world in 
which there will be justice and 
peace. The struggle must not be 
to -kill the weaker people, but 
must be to help them reach the 
same plane os their more for- 
tunnte brethren.” 


These remarks were made by 
Mr. B.C. TE Lim, BAY LL.B. in 
the course of a brilliant lecture 
on the League of Nations at the 
HLK, University Unlon Assembly 
Mall -‘last night, The meeting, 
which filled the hal {to overflowing, 
wasn presided over by the Presi- 
dent of the University Union, Mr. 
K. T. Loke, who introduced the 
speaker with a few well-chosen 
worts, 


At the commencement of his 
lecture, Mr. Lim traced the genesis 
of the League of Nationa, which 
was originally formed = by Mr. 
Woodrow Wilson, President of the 
Uaited States, in 1919. It was a 
{act to be deplored that the United 
States waa not n member of the 
Leagne, and also that another 
atronge nation, Soviet Russia, was 
outside, The fact that these two 
nntions were not members 9f the 
Lengue haa dane more than sny- 
thing to wenken its Influence, he

League Covenant. 


The Covenant of. the League is 
the treaty, or agreement, which 
all members have signed, and they 
have bound themselves to the: Art’: 
cles of the League contained in the 
Covenant. The Covenant consists 
of 26 Articles, the first nine of 
which deal with the formation and 
the constitution of the League. 
The constitution provides for an 
assembly and also a council, and 
the Jatter bas five perrianent mem- 
bera. They are the five most 
powerful members of the Leayue. 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Ger- 
many and Japan. There are also 
nine other pon-permanent membera 
of the Council, each of whom hold: 
office for three years. In- regard 
to this it was gratifying to know 
that at the last Council China was 
elected a member. ‘The Assembly 
consists of three representatives 
from each of the fifty-three nations 
who are members of the League. 

Article VHT of the Covenant 
dealt with disarmament, Under 
this article the members of the 
League, with the exception of Ger- 
many and the other Central Pow- 
ers, agreed, as soon as the effect

as the pillar of the League. Un- 
der this. Article, any War, or any 
threat of war, would bea viola- 
tion of the Covenant of the Lea- 
gue. Articles XIE and XII sug- 
Kest to. the Council two means by 
which International disputea could 
be settled apart from war, elther 
by arbitration or by judicial set- 
tlement by the Permanent Court of 
International Justice at The Hague. 
The Permanent Court haa now

Article XV provides a’ third 
means of settling International 
dlsputes, which {s far superior to 
the other two,” mcthals. Legal 
means of settling disputes are not 
always best, for both sides must 
give away to a certain extent, 
therefore this article provides for 
Conciliation. Unfortunately, any 
proposal put. forward by the Leu- 
gue Council‘under thia Article of 
the Covenant [a not binding upon 
any member, and for this reason, 


4 the League fs . not altogether “ to 


‘binme, for tho present apparent 
Impause. The Power who accepts 
the proposals put forward by the 
League Connell will be defended by 
the Council against the Power that 
refuses, China has accepted all 
the League proposals, while Japan 
haa refused ‘any, except at her 
own terms. For this reason the 
Japanese now cannot declare war 
on Chinn for (Hree months after 
China: accepted the proposals, and 
for a period of nine months no 
one power eclary war on on- 
other power without causing on 
breach of the Covenant. 

Article XVI‘ provides that if any 
member of the League resorts to 
war in disregtd of the Covenant 
under. Articles XH, XII and 
XV, they shall be, deemed, 
ipso facto, to have committed an act 
of war against the other members 
of the League, and in that casio the 
membera of the Lengue undertake 
to prohibit all trnde commercial re- 
intions with the offending nation, 
as well as sever diplomatic rela- 
tions. 

League's Dilemma. 


Although we rend that Russia is 
involved in o dispute with Japan, 
we cannot be sure of this, and if 
the League were to enforce Article 
XVI, Ruasia may side with Japan, 
and then there would be two very 
powerful nations arrayed against 
the League. Russia cannot join 
the League until ‘the Seviet pro- 
mines to respect nil International 
treaties, Russia will not recognise 
treaties entered’ into with other 
powers prior to the 1917 revolu- 
tion, except those which are not 
detrimental to her own interests, 
so Russia is not 1 member of the 
League. 

Article XXI ia a bait to bring the 
United States into the League, for 
it provides that certain doctrines 
should remain valid, This refers. 
of course. to the Monroe Doctrine. 
under which “\merica_ prohibits 
auy European power from inter- 
oringg with any dispute in North 
or South America, the United 
States claiming that right. 

For every person who has no 
fnith in the League, so is the Tea: 
cue weakened in proportion. Many 
people ure saying that the League 
haa failed China in her trouble. 
‘The League has only failed ta the 
extent that certain members are not 
tehaving according to their obli- 
gntions, for had they honoured 
their obligations, the League would 
not have failed. The Lengue isn 
hody composed of _ fifty-three 
members, and if one of those 
members misbehave, then the 
League must fail The Lengue 
cannot inveke Article XV against 
a strong Power becnuse it has 
nothing to back up ita threat. 
The League is not a Government 
or umolice foree, and for that rea- 
son has not been able to-put Ar- 
ticle XVI into force. There are 
two schools of thought in the 
League, one of which says: that 
it is impossible to invoke Article 
XVI, while the other saya that it 
van be invoked. We read in the 
South China Morning Post to-day 
that the United States Senate ir 
divided on the present situation. 
Everything dopends on public 
opinion, and if the Lengue has not 
sot unanimous public opinion be- 
hind it, it cannot win out. 

* Origin of Wars. 

Continuing, the speaker  ex- 
pressed the opinion that when 1 
dispute between two great powers 
takes place, Article XVI way un- 
enforceable.

RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 


SOVIET PREPARING FOR 
CLASH. 


Tokyo, Feb, 29. 

Approximately two army corps 
of Savict troops are concentrated 
around Viadivostock, and about 
109,900 In the Unsauril district, ac- 
cording to Japanese Consular 
renort received at the Forelgn 
Office. . 


Stating that the information 
has been obtained from a reliable 
forelign source, the Consul declares 
that numbers of troops have been 
arriving from European Russian 
since December. : 


The Consul adds that foodstuffs 
and munitions are being transport- 
ed day and night, while three new 
forts are being hurriedly con- 
structed at Sedanka, in Amur Bay.

‘Communist volun- 
teers aro guarding the Useuri 
Railway. 

‘Although not expressing any 
Interpretation of these allege 
activities, the Consul asserts that 
the Russians consider a clash with 
Japan inevitable, sooner or Jater, 
over either the Manchurian or the 
fishery question. ; :

EDUCATIONAL AIMS. 


Malayan appears to be facings an 
educational problem not dissimilar 
ta that which bas to he faved here 
tn Hongkong: cnampely, the arrang- 
fnge of a curriculum which will re. 
sult in oxtudents being better 
equipped for the bite which awaits 
them once they have left school. 
The present curriculum is, ot ap 
pears, almost entirely academic. 
It is based on the requirements of 
the universities and the profes: 
sinns, with the result that it ghas 
Deen found that the number of 
boys who can get jobs on the 
strength of these qualifications is 
limited, . In) fact. examination . re-

adapting education to suit real 
everyday needs, are dominating the 
curriculum,

droas just delivered, by the Inspec- 
tor of Schools at Schinger, to mem- 
bers of the Rotary Club, that some 
seven hundred boys are taken into 
‘the English schools there every 
year, of whom about five hundred 
sit for the junior and senior Cam- 
bridge exuminations, Most of 
these lads expect to find some sort 
of clerical employment, They are 
now unable to do so, by reason of 
the slump oin Malaya., The old 
idea in education has been to con- 
sider only three persons—the boy’ 
the teacher and the parent. It'is 
now being suggested that the'em- 
ployer should also be taken into 
accounts “The educntionist who 
has been addressing Rotarians + on 
this subject confesses his sympathy 
with those idealists who 
that the main products of educa- 
tion should be character and 
culture, but he thinks that this is 
not enough. Education, he says, 
must bear some relation to the life 
that a boy hna to lend when he 
leaves school, “But in actual faét 
employers have been complaining 
that it is extremely dificult to get 
the right kind of boy for technical 
jobs. Accordingly, the Rotary 
Club in Selangor has agreed — to 
organise a liaison committee of 
schoolmasters and employers — to 
discuss the question of bringing the 
curriculum of the English schools 
more into line with the — require- 
ments of employers, It is also

Un- 
der this Article, any war, or any 
threat of war, would, be a viola- 
tion of the Covenant of the Lea- 
gue, Articles XIL and XII sug- 
yest to the Council two means by 
which International disputes could 
be settled apart from war, cither 
by arbitration or by judicial set- 
tlement by the Permanent Court of 
International Justice at The Hague. 
The Permanent Court haa - now 
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functioned for ten yenrs, and one 
of the nine Pormanent Judges at 
the present time was Dr. Wang, 
representative of © China. Dr. 
Wang was previously & Deputy 
Judge, of whom there are four, 

Article XV provides a third 
means of acttling International 
disputes, which {a far superior to 
the other two methods. Legal 
menns of scttling disputes are nol 
always best, for both ‘sides must 
give awhy to a certain extent, 
therefore this article provides for 
Conciliation. Unfortunately, any 
proposal put’ forward bythe Lea- 
gue Cotncil under this Article of 
the Covenant is not binding upon 
any member, and for this reason, 
the League is not altogether to 
blame, for the present apparent 
impneac. The Power who accepts 
the proposals put forward by tho 
Lengue Council will be defended by 
the Council against the Power that 
refuses. China has accepted all 
the Lengue proposala, while Japan 
hua refused any, except at her 
own terms. ~For this reason tho 
Japanese now “eannot declare war 
on QOhina for, {ifce months after 
China accepted the proposals, and 
for a period of nine months no 
one power can declare war on an- 
ather power without causing & 
breach of the Covenant. 

Article XVI provides that if any 
member of the League resdrts to 
war in disregard of the Covenant 
under Articles X11. XITb and 
XV, > they shall be deemed, 
ipav facta, to have committed an act 
of war against the other members 
of the League, and in that case the 
members of- the League undertake 
to prohibit all trade commervial re- 
Intiona with the offending nation, 
as well na sever diplomatic rela- 
tions. : 

League's Dilemma. 


Although we read that Russia is 
invelved in a dispute with Japan. 
we ennnot be sure of this, and if 
the Jangue were to enforce Article 
XVI, Russia may side with Japan, 
gang then there would be two very 
powerful nations arrayed against 
the League. Russia cannot join 
the League until the Seviet pro- 
mises to respect all International 
treaties, Rursia will not recognise 
treaties entered Into with other 
powers prior to the 1917 revolu- 
tion, except those which are not 
detrimental to her own interests, 
to Rusain is net a member of the 
Lengue, 

Artide XX1 is a bait to bring the 
United States into the Lease, for 
it provides that certain doctrines 
ahould remain valid. This refers, 
af course. te the Monree Doctrine. 
under which — }merica prohibits 
any European power from inter- 
vering with any dispute in North 
or South America, the United 
rlairninse that right. 
For every person who has ne 
faith in the League, so is the Tea: 
ne weakened in proportion. Many 
people are savings that the Lease 
has fat ina in her trouble 
The Langue bas only failed ta the 
extent that certain members are not 
behaying according to their obl- 
pations, for had they honoured 
their obligations, the League would 
not have failed. The League is a 
hody  cemposed of 
members, and if ene 
embers misbehave, then the 
League must fail. The League 
cannot invoke Article XV against 
aostrong Power because it has 
nothing to back up ite threat. 
The Lengue ia not_a Government 
or aipolice force, and for that rea- 
son has not been able to put Ar- 
ticle XVI into foree. There are 
two schools of. thought in the 
League, one of which says that 
it Is impossible to invoke Article 
XVI. while the other says that it 
can be invoked, We. read in the 
South China Morning Post to-day 
that the United States Senate ‘ie 
divided on the present situation. 
Everything depends on . public 
opinian, und if the League has not 
got unanimous public opinion be- 
hind it, it cannot win out. 

Origin of Wars.

Malaya appears te be. facings an 
edueational problem not d mika 
te that which has te be faced bere 
in Hongkong namely, the arrang- 


ing of a curriculum which will re-- 


sult) ino students being better 
equipped for the life whieh awaits 
them once they have left. school. 
The present curriculum is, tt ap 
pears, almost entirely academic. 
Tt ix based an the requirements of 
the universities and the profes: 
sions, with the result that it has 
been found that the -number of 
boys whe can get jobs on the 
strength of ‘these qualifications is 
limited. In) fact, examination re- 
quirements, and not means — of 
adapting education {o suit real 
ay needs, are dominating the 
curriculum, i 
It appears, according to an ad- 
dress just delivered by the Inspee- 
tor of Schools at Selanger, to mem- 
Ders of the Rotary Club, that some 
seven bundred boys are taken into 
the English schools there every 
year, of whom about five hundred 
sit for the junior and senior Cam- 
bridge examinations, Most — of 
these Inds expect to find some sort 
of clerical employment. They are 
now unnble to do so, by reason of 
the slump in Malaya. The old 
iden in education has been to con- 
sider only three persons—the boy, 
the teacher and the parent. It is 
now being suggested that the em- 
ployer should also be taken inte 
account, The  cducntionist who 
has been addressing Rotarians on 
this subject confesses his sympathy 
with those idealists who believe 
that the main products of educa- 
tlon should be character and 
culture, but he thinks that this is 
not enough. Education, he says,

that o hoy has to lead when he 
leaves school But in actual faet 
employers have been complaining 
that it is extremely difficult to get 
the right kind of boy for technical 
jobs. Accordingly, 
Club in Selangor has agreed 
organise wt liaison committee of 
echoolmasters and employers to 
discuss the question of bringing the 
curriculum of the English schools 
more into line with the  require- 
ments of employers.

Mr. Hazlerigg said that in re- 
gard to the charge of murder of 
Taang Tai-kal, he was asking for 
u further week's remand, but the 
fourth defendant was also charged 
with the murder of Liu Shek-hony 
and in that case he (the prosecu- 
tor) was asking his Worship to 
fix a date for the hearing.
